Before the month was to end, 
there was to be much more of the “white Flakes,” and in fact during the last two 
weeks of January the temperature did not rise above 32 degrees. All was not lost 
however, and on January 25th a Grade 9 ski group headed to Courtenay and the 
slopes at Forbidden Plateau.

“Pinafore”. The organization and coordinated effort required for this show was 
colossal, and its success was a direct tribute to all who gave so splendidly of their 
time and talents. ‘Pinafore’ was held 3 evenings before a packed gymnasium of 
parents, old boys and friends — and although the audience enjoyed every moment, 
it is the cast who will remember the experience longest — this has certainly been 
one of the outstanding Glenlyon events in our history so far!

The Founder and first Headmaster of Glenlyon, James Ian Simpson, died in July 1969. 
His passing, following a brief illness, was a sad occasion for many. A Scotsman, born in 
Fortingall in Glen Lyon in Perthshire, he had come to Canada, veteran of the first World 
War, as a distinguished graduate of Glasgow University. On graduation in 1914, he had 
been awarded the Gold Medal in Honours Mathematics, and serving throughout the war 
with the King’s Own Royal Lancaster Regiment, he had been decorated with the Military 
Cross for service in the field. 


But it is not for his academic achievements nor even for his brilliance as a teacher 
that a great schoolmaster is remembered. Those who have learnt or taught under him, 
remember him best for the example he set and for what may here be described as 
idiosyncrasies. We all have them, but those of a good schoolmaster like “Simmy” are re- 
membered with warmth. 


I remember the crowded assemblies in the double classroom with the prefect reading 
the roll-call and every now and again Mr. Simpson would remind the boys that they 
were all small boys — that he might easily put any one of them “in his waistcoat pocket.” 
What a threat that was, especially to new boys! 


There were wet days, when he would take the boarders for a walk on Beach Drive, 
striding along with the small boys running behind to keep up, or his benign surveillance 
of the Christmas Concert rehearsals in St. Mary’s Hall, when he would roar at boys, who 
mumbled their words or who forgot their lines. 


At the end of recess or after lunch, as he strode past the Common Room (now 
Miss Murray’s office), there two of us would be preparing for the next lesson, he would 
say with inspiring vigor “Into the breach once more, gentlemen!” and as the blast of his 
whistle was heard all over the playground, we moved into the breach with determination. 


Then there were the stories of his farming experiences at Taber in Alberta in the 
1920's, when following his first bumper crop, the drought set in and he turned to teaching. 
Here was a Prairie geography lesson in itself. 


Many outside Glenlyon will remember Mr. Simpson from University School days, 
where he was Headmaster from 1929-32. He founded Glenlyon in September 1932, in a 
house on Transit Road. Two years later, he and Mrs. Simpson moved to the old Ratten- 
bury Residence on Beach Drive. 


But behind the milliard of small memories is the great memory of character and pat- 
ient leadership, which moulded hundreds of Glenlyon boys and helped them to take their 
place in society. Let us hold true to this memory and build from there. 
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Last Fall, the Staff of Glenlyon donated a rose garden, which was created in the 
centre of the herbaceous border in front of the school house. Here, a simple marble plaque 
calls to happy memory the founder of our school.

SOCCER — 1969-70

JOTTINGS FROM THE HEADMASTER’S DIARY, 1970 


JANUARY: The month was extremely mild from a weather point of view, with tem- 
peratures in the 40’s and 50’s, but accompanied by the usual heavy rains. Athletically, 
the school used the indoor gymnasium daily, but managed to find a few clear days to 
play soccer matches at the Junior level, and there was enthusiasm for cross-country 
due to Mr. Jones “100 mile challenge”. Grades 5 and 6 swam every week at the 
Y.M.C.A., and the Seniors played Basketball and “conditioned” for Rugby. 


On January 30th, Rudge passed away at the ripe old age of 14 years. He joined Glen- 
lyon in June 1965 when his “Parents”, Mr. and Mrs. Peter Payne moved to Eng- 
land, and quickly became an integral part of the Glenlyon scene, He will be missed 
most, I think, by the young boys who used to vie for permission to take him on walks 
during the lunch hour! 


FEBRUARY: An excellent month all-round, high-lighted by mild, sunny weather and 
the School Science Fair on the 26th and 27th which attracted hundreds of parents 
and friends over a two day period. Inter-school matches were played in Basketball 
and Soccer, and Glenlyon hosted a Cross-Country meet on February 11th. Two 
ski weekends were arranged for Grade 9 students, the first to Forbidden Plateau, 
and the second to Green Mountain (February 7th and 28th). 


— Staff-wise Mr. B. G. Parker regretfully asked for leave of absence and was in 
hospital and at home from mid-month. The Headmaster, Mr. Jones, Mr. Finch and 
Mrs. George attended the B.C. I.8.C. Teacher’s Conference at Parksville, February 
20-26. On the non-academic side, Mr. P. Simonds and Mr. J. Sheeshka joined up 
to help with the caretaking and gardening duties, respectively. 


MARCH: Once again the weather has been most cooperative, and the school was able 
to play out-door games almost without interruption. Rugby football was played a 
great deal by boys in Grades 7, 8, 9, and the overall improvement and enthusiasm 
for the game was a fine reflection on the staff coaching. 


— The school Cross-Country final was run March 3 and 4, with the Senior Course 
being extended to 44 miles this year. In the Central Saanich Run on March 7th, 
our Junior “A” Team (U. 14) came second — a most creditable performance for 
a small school and when the competition numbered 25 other teams from Lower 
Vancouver Island and Vancouver. 


— March 9-14 was the Week of the Greater Victoria Drama Festival, and Glen- 
lyon’s two plays received high praise from the adjudicator — individual and team 
awards were given to our actors, and the crowning achievement was the selection 
of our Senior Play for the Honour Performance.

Caird was also regretfully absent during the last two weeks with poor health. Mr. 
Simpson attended the Canadian Headmaster’s conference for Junior Schools at 
Peterborough, Ontario and visited Old Boys in Ottawa during the Easter Vacation.

TRACK AND FIELD — 1970 


This year was perhaps the finest year that Glenlyon has ever had as far as involve- 
ment of boys and participation in meets was concerned. The school entered seven meets 
and some 45 boys were involved. We managed to produce 6 teams in all with our youngest 
being an under 9 and our oldest an under 16. Perhaps our greatest undertaking was 
entering the Junior High meet which was the biggest meet of the year in Victoria. We 
managed 16 points and actually placed ahead of two other schools, which had girls’ points 
to add to their totals. 

Our big meet of the year was the annual Independent Schools meet held at Centennial 
Stadium. This year we had St. George’s, Athlone, and Vernon Prep Schools, in addition 
to St. Michaels and Cliffside. This made for a very interesting and competitive meet and 
produced some fine results. There were also 8 new events added this year and this enabled 
more boys to compete. Our boys did exceptionally well and by the end of the day we had 
amassed a total of 192 points to our nearest rival, St. Michael’s 138. 

We had many outstanding performances this year, as a result of some hard work and 
training by the boys. Notably, Brian Costello, in the 1500 metres at the Independent 
Schools Track meet; also his shot-putting in the all schools relays meet; Harry Carter in 
the 800 metres in the meets he entered; James McKenzie in the same event and Ian Camp- 
bell in the high jump. Ian had a personal best of 5°8"’ in the house meet, which is really 
quite an outstanding achievement for a boy his age. There were many other boys who had 
creditable performances throughout the season and really are too numerous to mention. 

Once again all boys had the opportunity to earn standards for their house and as a result 
of their efforts and enthusiasm some boys who never thought they could represent the 
school in this sport actually did, and what’s more, really surprised themselves with their 
fine performances. Track and field is really an individual sport which makes great demands 
on one; it is all hard work and training and I feel that the boys of Glenlyon have risen 
to the occasion and have done extremely well this year. Colours were awarded to H. Carter, 
J. McKenzie, I Campbell, and B. Costello.
